months, and in the future it is prob­ 
able that m any more purchases will 
be made by the government for the 
use of the large arm ies now in the 
fie'd or in training. 
Sugar is one of the important items 
of the Am erican menu. 
W e use more 
sugar per capita than any other na 
tion on earth, unless it may be the 
Cuban and other W est Indian people 
who grow the cane and produce the 
raw sugar. 
The price of sugar has increased 
consistently 
w ith 
the cost 
of 
raw 
sugar, which In turn has been depen­ 
dent upon the largely increased or 
dcrs. 
The raw sugar in Honolulu has 


ho far been able to find carriers, but 
there are enormous quantities in the 
Philippines which are kept in storage 
for lack of vessels to carry the stock 
to places where it is needed. 
Word comes that some of the G er­ 
man vessels seized at the declaration 
of 
war are now 
Iv fug 
repaired 
in 
M anila, afcd that they w ill soon be 
put into the trade between M anila and 
the United States. 
This may give us 
several hundred thousand tons more 
of crude sugar, which w ill help relieve 
the pressure. 
Som e time ago we were asked to 
reduce our sugar consumption by a 
few ounces earl) week, which would 
help sustain our allies, some of whom 
are

getting only

week. 
If one considers how much 
sugar he uses in his tea or coffee, to 
say nothing of the rest that is used in 
pastry and other table delicacies, he 
w ill readily see that he would suffer 
w ere he to be allowed only an ounce 
a week for each person in his family. 
If we slightly cut down our sugar 
consumption, we shall soon be able to

A restaurant

N ew York suggests that each restau­ 
rant or hotel patron in the country be 
given a stated amount with each cup 
of tea or coffee.

anion;; the common people. 
In all the European countries the

fication of the aboriginal music—the 
works of German, italian and other 
composers 
are

lug pleasing to the ear. lacking every­ 
thing, even rvthm. 
A national league has been launched 
for (he purpose of placing the entire 
musical world on a higher basis, of 
arousing and 
stimulating interest in 
real music, and of giving the people 
music in public concerts which will be 
something more than the mere clash 
of so-called "nigger” music, but which 
in reality is “composed ” by Poles aud 
Russians who Ii aye but a smattering 
of musical knowledge, and whose one 
ambition is to produce a "best seller." 
no mater how degrading it may be in 
its tendencies. 
Were it not for the low standard of 
musical taste in this 
country, 
par 
ticularly in the rural regions, there 
wuuld ire no money to be made by this 
horde of musical parasites, and the 
public ear would not be so irequently 
offended 
by the syncopated 
horrors 
which would 
cause 
Verdi, Mendel^- 
sohn aud Mozart to turn over in their 
“graves were they not listening to the 
music of the spheres. 
It is to Ie hoped that the new musi­ 
cal campaign will soon reach l.aredo. 
where a select circle of real musicians

The recent craze for the "ragtime" 
dances was r sponsible for a great 
deal of the so-called music with which 
our cars have been punished for the 
past few years. Then the craze for all 
sorts of new musical (?) instruments 
a ided to the jumble which is known as 
“popular” music, and the peop'e went 
mad eve** syncopation and “ sliding” 
until 'brrr i> not litre • mu.-i- 
cal about modern American popular 
“music,” not even the name 
Yet a great manyof the Laredo people 
are appreciative of real music, else 
the art would have entirely disappear­ 
ed from our midst. Even the itinerant 
Mexican orchestras, with their ever- 
la-Hug harmony In thirds and fifths, 
have hefter taste than the people who 
buy ilie "latest” 
from the

store, while the really educated people 
who can distinguish between an aria 
from Traviata and the sextette fiom 
Lucia are not disposed to applaud tho 
miserable travesties which seem to 
delight the younger set, who need no 
excuse to dance and who could per­ 
form the modern dances as well to a 
tom-tom os to the nu.sic of a real 
orchestra. 
By ell means let us have a musical 
renaissance.

Charged With Violating Amnesty Law 


and Never Left Country: Were De­ 
ported And Are Citizens of Mexico. 


When the government of Mexico ex­ 
pelled a number of prominent citizens 
from that country several days ago by 
ordering their deportation under viola­ 
tion of the amnesty act, which some 
of the "exiles” say was the only com­ 
plaint against them, a precedent was 
established and an act committed that 
is without foundation to sustain it. 
Recently President 
Curran-a 
pro­ 
claimed that 
gu,.. at es of . a ©sty 
would be given all political lemgees 
who might care to return to Mexico. 
Some took advantage of the offer and 
returned to Mexico; others were too 
wise and stayed out of there. 
When 
the government officials accused the 
eighteen men who were deported a 
few days ago of "having taken ad­ 
vantage of the amnesty act before it 
w'-nt into effect.” they took steps that 
were unjustified, for seventeen of the 
men, all born and reared in Mexico 
and full-fledged citizens, had never 
left the country, and us citizens they 
were not susceptible 
to deportation 
Then on what grounds were the men 
expelled? 
The amnesty 
law applies 
only to 
persons 
who had 
taken 
up 
arms 
against a constituted government in 
rebellion 
against 
that 
government, 
and fled the country, and who after 
peace is restored seek to return to 
that country under promise of observ­ 
ing and obeying Hie laws of I bo gov 
eminent and enjoying its protection 
But amnesty must be proclaimed by 
the head of Hie const inte l govern­ 
ment and if one who had taken up 
arms against that government returns 
to 
the cc untry 
before 
amnesty 
is 
guaranteed he is subject to arrest and 
trial before a proper tribunal, but not 
subject to deportation if a citizen of 
that country, for such is illegal. 
None of 
the men 
expelled 
were 
known to have opposed a constituted 
government, in fact most of them 
were in the employ of a constituted 
government when it was overthrown 
In 1911, and during the past four years 
have lived as private citizens in Mex­ 
ico. 
The question 
then 
arises, how 
can amnesty be .violated by one to 
whom it is not applicable and who 
does' not seek its protection, and how 
can a citizen of a country he deported 
by 
that country? 
It would 
appear 
that Mexico creates impromptu laws 
to suit any purpose.

WAS PROMINENT IN MEXICO 


W A S 
T R U S T E D A R M Y

U N D E R L A T E P R E S I D E N T DIAZ. 


Prominent in Military Life of Republic 


and 
Held 
Responsible 
Places; 
Lost His Arm During Battle. 


Among the eighteen prominent and 
influential 
citizens 
of Mexico 
who 
were recently expelled from that coun­ 
try by orders of the Carranza govern­ 
ment and crossed Hie boundary at La­ 
redo and are still In this city, is Gen­ 
eral Samuel Garcia Cuellar, known as 
the “one-armed hero of Mexico,” and 
who as commanding 
officer 
of 
tho 
forces of President Diaz in combating 
the Madero revolutionists in 1910 lost 
his right arm at the battle of Casas 
Grandes, though the Maderor revolu­ 
tionists were defeated and scattered. 
He was chief of staff of President 
Diaz’s army, attached to the engineer­ 
ing corps, ^’hen the Madero revolution 
began, but took the field at the head of 
the Sixth Battalion of Infantry, at that 
time holding the rank of colonel, hut 
on the fateful day when he was pro­ 
moted to brigadier general and was 
engaged in the battle of Casas Gran­ 
des he had his right arm shattered by 
a durn durn bullet. 
General 
Cuellar 
speaks 
English 
fluently and was a graduate of an 
American school. 
He was 
horn 
In 
Matamoros, Mexico, fifty years ago, 
and.in his youth attended both Mexi­ 
can and American schools and gained 
an education that he bettered when 
he became a young man. 
After at­ 
tending college he entered the West 
Point of Mexico, Chapultepec, and at 
the age of about 22 years graduated 
as a lieutenant. 
He gradually gallied 
promotion as an engineer of ability 
and was attached to the engineering 
corps of the Mexican army. President 
Diaz took 
recognition of 
his 
rare 
ability and his command of the Eng­ 
lish language and he was promoted to 
the rank of colonel and later made 
chief of staff to President Diaz, with 
headquarters in Mexico city. 
He is well known to many American 
army officers 
and 
government offi­ 
cials. and when matters of an interna­ 
tional nature arose President Diaz in 
variably called in Colonel Cuellar to 
act as one of tho conferees and also 
to act as interpreter. 
He was one of 
the members of the Mexican Anteri 
can boundary 
commission a number 
of years ago, and while acting in that 
capacity met a number of American 
officials. 
When 
Americans 
visited 
Mexico City on 
business 
with 
the 
state department 
or 
other officials 
there. Colonel Cuellar was invariably 
called 
in and often 
acted 
host 
to 
American officials 
He 
is 
familiar 
with Internationa’ 
law 
and in that 
capacity was a valued assistant to the 
Diaz government. 
When the Madero revolution started 
In 1910 Co’onel Cuellar, then chief of 
staff, took command 
of 
the 
Sixth 
Battalion of 
Infantry 
and was 
dis­ 
patch to the b rder 
to combat 
the 
revolutionists, and for Ins gallantry 
and fearless work- he was designated 
as brigadier-general and the rank Van 
confers d on him the day he lost his 
right arm in the battle of Casas Gran­ 
des. late in 1910. when lie defeated 
and routed 
the Mauc-ro 
troops 
and 
won a signal victory for the govern­ 
ment. 
After the downfall of the Diaz 
regime in May, 191 l.#Ooneral Cuellar 
retired from the army, although he 
was urged by President Madero to re 
main in the service, aa ne recognized 
in General Cuellar a man of the type 
that he wanted to he an officer of the 
new Mexican army. 
General Cuellar 
later was elected 
a member of 
the 
Mexican congress and served during 
the Madero administration. 
He was 
serving in that capacity when Madero 
was assassinated, and he states that 
he took no part in that disgraceful 
affair. 
When Genera! Victoriano Huerta as 
Burned the presidency of Mexico lie 
made many changes in the personnel 
of commanding officers of tho Mexi­ 
can army, and as lie needed a reliable 
and trustworthy man for head ox the 
military academy, he named General 
Cuellar as governor of the federal 
district, which he held four months ! 
and tlien resigned on account of dis 
agreement 
with the policies 
of 
the 
Huerta 
administration. 
President 
Huerta six months later named Gen 
eral Cuellar 
commanding 
officer of I 
the Mexican military institute, and he | 
was in command of Chapultepec in 
1914 
when 
the 
Carranza 
forces 
triumphantly 
entered 
Mexico 
City. 
Unlike many others, Gen. Cuellar re-, 
mained 
in 
Mexico 
City a 
private I 
citizen. 
He was acting in the capacity of a 
peaceful, law-abiding citizen when ar- j 
rested in Mexico City on suspicion of I 
being 
antagonistic 
to the Carranza 
government and, with seventeen other 
prominent citizens, was ordered de 
ported and arrived in Laredo a few 
days ago.

They did not leave today, as 
telegraphic orders received yesterday 
by the exem ption board advised not to 
se*ml them until Tuesday, O ctober 30, 
and they will leave here on the noon 
train on th at date. 
When the call for the rem ain d er of 
W ebb cou n ty ’s quota of men will be 
m ad e is not known, but the local ex­ 
emption board have been advised th at 
th ey will be given at least fifteen days 
notice before the men are expected to 
en train for the training cam p at Camp 
Travis.
